Probably no oilier parable given by 
Jesus except possibly the Prodigal 
Son, ha.s made hu<1i a deep Impres- 
sion as this one It has Inspired al- 
truistic ^;ervi( (^ promoted the idea of 
the brothorliood of man. and served 
to crystalizD (.'hrlatiaii thinking and 
service. 

I. "What shall I do?" vv. 26-29. 

(1) The first question. This lawyer 
la his tsst question Implied that eter- 
nal Ufa waa depondent upon his 
works, a well nigh universal Jewish 
idea. With a true teacher's skill, 
Jesus drew from bis own knowledge 
of the law an answer to bis question, 
viz.: that, on tho ground of doliit; ho 
must love the Father with an undi- 
vided heart; with all Mtn, soul, the 
seat of his emotions; with all his 
strength - eiiergles; nnd with all his 
mind— his intellectual powers. The 
evidence of such a lovo Is that he 
must love his neighbt)r as himself. 
This Is a staggering program, and we 
believe the lawyer asked bis second 
question becauae he was daied when 
he. perhaps for the first time, really 
comprehended this wonderful sum- 
mary of the law. Jesus, however, 
holds him Inflexibly to his own Idea 
of works, and replies: "This do and 
thou Shalt live."

I Three classes fif men passed this 
man; (1) The Priest, of all men the 
moat likely to help that fallen one. 
created In the image of Qod in whose 
worship he led. It Is easy to find an 
ascuae for this exhibition of beart- 
lessness. Tha danger of robbers: ot 
being suspected of complicity In the 
crime: the duties of bis important of- 
fice; the danger of contamination; a 
work not suited to his position In life. 
Let ns beware of too hastily Judging 
the priest until we examine ourselves 

(2) The I.evlte Perhaps he had 
seen his superior In the temple wor- 
ship: he drew nearer than the priest, 
perhaps for the purpose of investiga- 
tion, but offers no remedy. (3) The 
Samaritan. This ostracised man 
would have been snubbed and cursed 
by the wounded man under any other 
cirouustancea. Ha therefore could 
eartalnly have bean excused had he 
followed the example of Priest and 
Levite. He Is a typo of Christ dealing 
In grace with one who had no claim 
upon him. Note the steps: (a) "He 
Journeyed," are we to be found vls^- 
Ing the places of ffreat need? (b> 
"He came where he waa," evidently 
not from Idle curiosity, but to meet 
a case of need. (c> "lie saw lilm,'" 
Too often our eyes are blind to the 
misery about us. (d) "He was moved 
with compassion"' The compassion 
of Jesus was an active principle. 
Does misery move us to action" luies 
it aeqd us to cases of need, or do we 
wait for them to knock at our door? 

(e) "He bound np his wounds." Not 
acting by proxy; not sending him to 
a public insHtution. Real charity is 
accompanied by warm, sympathetic, 
Christ-like, human hearts In action 

(f) "Brought him to an Inn and took 
care of him." He walked that this 
man might ride He flnished the Joh, 
rot leaving If half done We, too. must 
help men clear through, temporarily 
or tifilrilnally. nnd not, having helped 
them once, leave them to tihlft for 
theiiisi lv • s I'lilp Is a true picture ot 
Ood'a redeeming rrace Grace comes 
where the sinner Is; it serves him as 
he is: It heals hlin and delivers him 
to a place of perfect isafety.

THE ALL PERVAILINQ GRIP. 

That most aggravating and enervating n^alady, 
the Klip, is known throughout the world, but is 
called by many different names. 

A book devoted to the discussion of grip recently 
haa appeared Kn Great Britain. Aoeording to this 
book the grip is a disease without a country since 
"every country tries to make i^ out a native of an- 
other land." ^Some of the appellations by which 
il is known are of interest. In Russia it is called 
Siberian fever: in France, Spanish catarrh; in 
Spain, liussian fever or Kussian influenza. France 
also calls it la grippe,, by which name it waa intro- 
duced to the I'nitcd States. Portugal knows it as 
tlif rainy levi-r. (Jermany eidls if by various names, 
such as siieep 's disease, fashionable fever, lightning 
eatarrh, fog plague and Russian disease. Italy 
also knows it its itussian malady and sheep '.s dis 
case, and a part of Italy denominates it as German 
sickness. 

Brazil knows tlie grip as polka fever and Swed- 
en and Derniiark apply the word fever to it with 
various jirefixes. One of the names given it ui 
Spain is pantomime trancazo, which literally means 
a blow with a bar. In some parts of France it is 
called Ic toe, wliieli means a blow on the head. 
Among the popular names applied to the disease 
when it* first appeared in England were the "new 
acquaintance." tlie "srentlc correction." the "new 
delight" and the " knock-me-dowu fever." Some 
of these names must have been chosen when a mild 
form of the epidemic waa prevailing. The grip as 
it is more generally known in th<' T'liited States is 
iu no way a "delight, ' nor arc its symptoms sug- 
gestive of "gentle correction." The "knuck-me- 
down fever" is much more appropriate 

When I lie grip was firat prevalent in this country, 
something like a ipiartcr of a century ^0, it was 
understood to be of Russian origin. Most of the 
OOUntries of the world seem to liave that idea, as 
evidenced by the names, Russian fever. Russian 
sickness, Russian influensa, Russian malady Those 
who have e.\[)erienced the grip will agree that it is 
worthy of Russiau origin.— Courier-Jonmal.
